The National Weather Service 
said there was the possibility of 
a few strong thunderstorms 
Most Of River 
Convoy Reaches 
Phnom Penh 
PHNOM PENH, Cambodia 
(AP) — The first Mekong River 
convoy to reach Phnom Penh in 
two weeks arrived today niter 
losing a tanker to Communist 
fire. 
Meanwhile, reports reached 
Phnom Penh that Cambodian 
insurgents overran a post 34 
miles northwest of the capital 
last Friday, captured about 100 
troops and slaughtered them. 
Port authorities said the con­ 
voy of three tankers, three 
freighters andt hree munitions 
barges from South Vietnam 
came under heavy attack from 
shore fire 26 miles from Phnom 
Penh. One of the tankers carry­ 
ing petroleum was sunk and 
two of the freighters were set 
ablaze by rocket fire. But the 
freighter -crews put out the 
fires. 
The crew of the tanker Vera 
No. l reportedly jumped over­ 
board before she sank and gov­ 
ernment gunboats escorting the 
convoy picked all of them up. 
The convoy traveled the GO 
miles from, the South. Vietnam­ 
ese border to the outskirts of 
the capital under an umbrella 
of American and Cambodian jet 
fighters 
dropping 
500-pound 
bombs along both banks of the 
river. The jets could be seen 
from Phnom Penh swooping in 
low for attacks on suspected 
Communist positions 12 miles 
down river.

Police say he tried to sell his 
battered three-month-old girl on a Man­ 
hattan subway. 
Failing in that desperate attempt, he 
put the screaming child in the arms of a 
woman and then tried to elude arrest. 
Taken to a hospital he was treated for a 
narcotics reaction. He was held without 
bail for a psychiatric examination. 
The child had been beaten and was 
taken to another hospital in critical con­ 
dition. 
Attempted sale of a baby to get drug 
money would have aroused widespread 
indignation in most communities, in­ 
cluding ours. In New York City it rated 
only a few paragraphs in the newspapers 
far back on inside pages.

“I can do all things through Christ 
which strengtheneth me. (Philip-

Some years ago Billy Rose wrote a 
syndicated column in which he gave 
forth some very extraordinary items 
from time to time. Many of you followed 
his writings with extreme interest. Once 
he told the story of a meeting of a group 
of famous American financiers. In the 
early 1920’s several wealthy men met at 
the Edgewater Beach Hotel in Chicago. 
At the time they represented more 
wealth than the Ú. S. Treasury. They 
were the fabulous and powerful personal­ 
ities of their day. Twenty-five years later 
Billy Rose called the roll on the group of 
wealthy men and here is what he report­ 
ed: One of them who had cornered sev­ 
eral million through wheat speculation 
had died, abroad insolvent; another, the 
president of the largest independent 
steel company in the nation, had died a 
pauper; one had been president of the 
New York Stock Exchange, but was serv­ 
ing a prison term; one had been a mem­ 
ber of the Cabinet in President Harding’s 
administration, but had just been releas­ 
ed from a federal prison; the greatest ex­ 
ploiter of the “bear” market on wall 
street had committed suicide; a leader of 
the world’s greatest monopoly had also 
died at his own hand. 
Billy Rose’s summary in his column 
that day was sound. He concluded, “AH 
of these men had learned to make big 
money, but not one of them had learned 
how to live.” 
Most of us will never know the prob­ 
lems of making and managing big 
money. But we are faced with the big 
business of living. And if we are Chris­ 
tian believers then we know “a mastery 
that is able to face this business of living 
with adequacy.” The world needs to see 
a multitude of such Christians. The 
church needs to feel the impact of the 
lives of such believers.

beneath the name of the 
distinguí shod publisher reads 
‘Let the People know the facts 
and. the nation will be saved,’* 
q u o t i n g Abraham Lincoln, 
proceeded on page 6 to print 
a completely untrue story. The 
story is completely false and 
fabricated.” 
When his wife had road the 
story, 
she reminded him of 
what Teddy Roosevelt said 
about newsmen in public calling 
them “half St. Paul and ball 
St. Vitus,” and in private 
r e f e r r i n g to them as 
“philosophical drunks.” Sendak 
©ailed in the FBI since it was 
a Federal matter. 
He 
continued: 
*Todays 
newspaper, still carrying the 
line asking the blessings of tha 
Lord and letting people know 
the facts so the country will 
be saved, carries a big article 
in the same relative position 
that I am blameless. I feel like 
a 'Coney Island hot dog, 
skinless, boneless, harmless and 
homeless.” 
Reporters were informed that 
Sendak did not delegate such 
authority, personally reviewed 
such contracts on an individual 
basis, and had not received any 
of them for consideration. 
He concluded: “I would like 
to remind those people who get 
off of the track that Section 9, 
Article 1 of the state con­ 
stitution entitled free speech 
and writing reads; ‘No law shall 
be passed restraining the free 
interchange of thought and 
opinions, or restricting the 
rights to speak, write or print, 
f r e e l y , on any subject 
whatever; but for the abuse of 
that right, every person shall 
be responsible.” Responsibility 
for one’s own acts has been the 
trademark of the Attorney 
General’s terms of office. 


Sendak reported on his part 
In 
the legislative process, 
pointing out his role was to 
write official opinions on the 
constitutionality. He said many 
times during the session, he had 
to “bite his tongue” to keep 
from commenting on policy. 
Some 1,263 bills were in­ 
troduced, 558 emerged from 
committee for preliminary of 
review of his office, and 356 
eventually were enrolled as 
Acts.. 
H© said: “We gave opinions 
to the Governor on 353 of the 
■356, Like all of my predecessors 
since 1855, I did not give an 
opinion on the three dealing 
with the budget. How anybody 
could, I don’t know.” 
The Governor’s right to sign 
bills declared unconstitutional 
was defended by Sendak. He 
pointed out that Edgar D. 
Whitcomb and other Governors 
who were lawyers had signed 
bills with an attorney General’s 
opinion of unconstitutional. Both 
offices view legislation from 
different points of veiw, one or 
legality and the other from the 
point of over-riding public 
policy or interest. 
In past sessions, the Governor 
had three days to consider and 
act upon bills. A constitutional 
amendment passed during the 
last election extended it to 1 
days, and there were problems. 
Sendak said: “I think that 
there has been only one other 
time in modern history when 
the Governor had such a 
complete friendly relationship 
a n d 
influence 
with 
the 
legislature, and that was when 
Paul V. McNutt dealt with his 
first legislature in 1933. As a 
result of this relationship, the 
Governor was well aware of the 
legislative process by his ex­ 
perience, connections and in­ 
fluence, and knew pretty well 
the contents of the bills coming 
to him. He was able to act on 
them more quickly then the 
typical Governor might have. At 
times we found ourselves in the 
embarrassing position of giving 
him an opinion 2 or 3 days after 
we got the bill, sometimes after 
he had signed or acted on the 
amendment. 
He defended the Governor’s 
veto of the bill to limit liability 
on suits against the state, now 
claiming more than 500 million 
in damages, sabatoged by 
mendment.

NEW YORK (AP) — The Na­ 
tional Academy of Television 
Arts and Sciences, this year is 
giving its Emmy awards in two 
separate shows—one for enter­ 
tainment and the other for 
news achievements. 
The entertainment awards— 
voted on by members of the TV 
entertainment industry—will b© 
given out May 20 in Los Ange­ 
les in ceremonies broadcast by 
the .ABC television network. 
Two days later, CBS will tele­ 
vise Emmy news awards cere­ 
monies here. And who were toe 
judges for these awards? 
All were TV critics from 
newspapers around the country. 
They convened in Chicago two 
weekends ago to view the en­ 
tries and cast ballots. 
Their expenses for the Chi­ 
cago trip were paid by the 
aoademy, according to an 
academy spokeswoman who 
said between 60 and 70 TV crit­ 
ics took part in the voting. 
Broadcast newsmen weren’t 
invited to participate in the vo- 
ing for Emmy news awards be­ 
cause of possible conflict-of-in­ 
terest, according to academy 
officials. Okay. But why TV 
critics? 
Why not print journalists 
who’ve covered the stories 
cited in the Emmy news nomi­ 
nations and know first-hand the 
time, work, contacts? and dead­ 
line pressures involved in get­ 
ting these stories? 
Academy officials say print 
journalists might exhibit bias 
against their electronic breth­ 
ren. 
And, 
says the academy 
spokeswoman, the idea of TV 
critics as judge? was endorsed 
by the networks: and recom­ 
mended by the journalism 
s c h o o l professors who’ve 
judged TV news for the acade­ 
my in the past.

Two of the situation comedi­ 
es—“Thicker Than Water” and 
“Love Thy Neighbor”—debut 
June 13 and June 15, respec­ 
tively. The third, “Corner 
Bar,” is the same series that 
appeared on ABC last summer. 
It now has a new cast, fresh 
pretzels and is scheduled to ap­ 
pear Aug. 3.

Indiana Demos 
Addressed By 
Natl Chairman

INDIANAPOLIS (AP)—Demo­ 
cratic National Chairman' Rob­ 
ert S. Strauss says his party 
will reap political profits from 
the Watergate scandal without 
having to make it a partisan is­ 
sue. 
But he has pledged “to be un­ 
relenting, fierce in our determi­ 
nation to insist upon...and even­ 
tually hopfully obtain public 
disclosure” of all facts in the 
case. 
“Once the full truth is 
known...shrill rhetoric will not 
be needed. The American pub­ 
lic will make their own judg­ 
ment,” Strauss said at a Demo­ 
cratic fund-raising dinner here 
Saturday night. 
“I don’t think there’s a lot of 
glee in the Democratic party 
about Watergate,” he told a 
news conference earlier, add­ 
ing, “I’m well aware there’s 
political gain for our party in 
this.” 
Responding to Republican 
National 
Chairman 
George 
Bush’s prediction that the GOP 
will emerge from the scandal 
undamaged, Strauss said, “I 
think he knows that’s pure 
demagoguery.” 
Strauss said President Nix­ 
on’s overall attitude about last 
June’s break-in and bugging of 
Democratic national headquar­ 
ters has been “arrogant.” 
He specifically criticized the 
use of executive privilege in an 
attempt to keep presidential 
aides from testifying before a 
Senate committee investigating 
Watergate and the failure thus 
far to appoint an independent, 
Impartial prosecutor in the 
case. 
Strauss declined to comment 
on reports that former White 
House counsel John W. Dean 
III is prepared to testify that 
Nixon knew of attempts to cov­ 
er up the Watergate scandal. 
“We are going to give the 
President every benefit of the 
doubt...I don’t want to com­ 
ment on anything so serious 
and so grave,” he said. “It 
would be a sad day” if the 
charges are proved to be true. 
Strauss predicted the No. 1 
issue in the 1974 elections will 
be the economy and inflation, 
but he said it would be impos­ 
sible to keep Watergate out of 
the campaign. 
“My judgment is that people 
are going to turn to the Demo­ 
cratic party for a number of 
reasons. One of them is the 
lack of confidence generated by 
the Watergate affair,” Strauss 
said.

On any given day Washington 
is filled with countless people 
from, every state in the Union., 
They are made up of thousands 
of people who work in the 
hundreds of government offices, 
congressional staff workers, 
sundry political appointees, and 
tourists 
and

tourists. 
One additional group that 
needs to be included in the 
overall total is the foreign 
population. 
Massachusetts 
Avenue, or Embassy Row, is 
the home of many of the em- 
bassys that swell the city. This 
d e l e g a t i o n adds several 
thousand souls to the already 
p o l y g e n e t i c 
population. 
Altogether, one finds an. almost 
international 
atmosphere 
in 
America's most American city. 
The result of this co-mingling 
of diverse types adds flavor and 
excitement to our premiere 
community. No matter where 
one goes in Washington, there 
is a distinct sense of vitality 
and diversity. But the, vitality 
and diversity are, and always 
have been, the watchwords of 
unoff icia 1 W a s h ington. 
One may be sitting in a 
restaurant 
on 
Pennsylvania 
Avenue and hear Spanish being 
spoken at the next table, 
German at another, and any 
number of varieties of English 
at a third. 
Walking through a hotel lobby 
one is likely to encounter a 
group of high school students 
from Arkansas, a tour group 
from.

Despite all the diversity, 
however, one particular type 
seems to stand out. These are 
children. Especially during the 
warm months, Washington is

organized tours, parents with

children. 
They

everywhere. 
One of the results of this 
heterogenous mass of humanity 
is one of the world’s worst 
traffic problems. Rather than 
fight the snarls, most people see 
the sights in cabs or on buses. 
Neither of these two con­ 
veniences relives the problem. 
There must be a million taxis 
in Washington and half a 
million tour buses. 
For the stalwart who chose 
to drive a car the difficulties 
are multiplied two fold. First, 
Washington is not an easy city 
in which to get around. Avenues 
dart here and there, one way 
s eet.s spring up without once, 
a a d 
numerous 
boulevards 
meander about town like garter 
snakes. 
Secondly, 
once 
a 


destination has been reached 
there is no place to park. This 
i s 
not 
simple 
an. 
idle 
exaggeration, Finding a parking 
place is like finding a current 
magazine in a doctor’s office. 
The crowding and congestion 
notwithstanding, the endless 
variety of people in Washington 
make it one of the most 
fascinating places in the world. 
The complex nature of the 
city’s population at any given 
moment, however, seems to 
reflect the nature of the city 
itself. Washington is constantly 
changing. New buildings are 
going up everywhere; a com­ 
plex subway system is being 
constructed: other structures 
a r e 
being 
restored; 
and 
everywhere something is closed 
for repairs. Every style of 
architecture can be found. 
There are examples from the 
nation’s earliest days to the 
most modern concepts in design 
and construction. 
The Capitol itself is probably 
the best example of the essence 
of Washington and its people. 
Although, 
the 
Capitol 
was 
started close to 200 years ago, 
it still isn’t finished. From the 
day the cornerstone was laid 
by George Washington, the 
Capitol has undergone constant 
change. It was burned byt he 
British, new wings have been 
added, a new dome, the west 
front has been extended, por­ 
ticoes have been added, the 
interior has been remodeled 
several, times, and plans are 
now under consideration for 
extending the east front. The 
Capitol represents change and 
diversity just as the city and 
people do. 
The membership of Congress 
reflects, in an official way, Mr.- 
broad composition of people 
who come to Washington from 
the nation and the world. 
In the final analysis, however, 
it. seems that these qualities of 
change 
and diversity 
give 
W a s h i n g t o n its uniqueness 
among great cities of the nation 
and the world. Truly then, 
Washington is more 'than th 
nation's capítol, it is a changing 
city of the nation’s people.

How many Americans are in 
this group? 
Well, one in every ten of our 
citizens has reached or passed 
his 65th birthday. This means 
we have more than 20 million 
elders in our total population 
of over 200 miEion. The over-65 
group is growing every day by 
a net gain of 900 persons a day, 
or 330,000 a year. The total 
number of such people has 
grown by 30 per cent since 1961. 
Within 23 Years? 
Predictions are that within 25 
years or so, older citizens 
(people 50 and over) will ap­ 
proach or constitute a majority 
of our population. One out of 
three will be 65 or over. 
With this kind of growth 
ahead of us, it’s predicted that 
families will place more em­ 
phasis on planning for the 
elderly than for children. 
Certainly more thought has 
been given to all this since the 
organizing and carrying out of 
the 1971 White House Con­ 
ference on Aging. And in this 
column, I’m particularly in­ 
terested in pointing out that 
nutrition is perhaps one of the 
most important aspects of the 
aging years. 
Besides good general health 
habits, nothing will add useful 
years to life as substantially is 
good meals — good food 
choices. Older people do not 
need special foods. They may 
need a softer diet, say, if there 
are dental problems. But in th© 
main, they need the same foods 
as all of us, but smaller por­ 
tions, fewer calories. 
If cider people eat the same 
meals as in years before, that 
in itself can add weight to their 
bodies as they become more 
sedentary. Thus they must cut 
down on portions as physical 
demands become less. 
Eating alone can sometimes 
offer little incentive to prepare 
and enjoy good meals. Eating

“Our 
society 
acknowledges 
the tip of the iceberg — the 
obvious alcoholic, the derelict,” 
he 
says,

overlooks

who, 
ironically, 
toast 
their 
own 
illness, yet manage to get to 
work most days and, despite 
their problem, somehow rear 
families.” 
The magazine story reports 
that in the last two years, the 
federal government has made 
a 
legislative 
commitment 
to 
attack, the problem, of drinking 
and has established the National 
Institute on .Alcohol Abuse and 
Alcoholism (NIAAA). 
“These are significant steps,” 
Dr. Chafetz believes, “for they 
signal, perhaps, the beginning 
of a change in public attitude. 
The legislation wasn’t passed in 
a vacuum: it was passed in 
response 
to 
the 
deplorable 
conditions 
that 
have 
made 
alcohol the most abused drug 
in the nation.” 
Dr. Chafetz indicates that one 
of the highest priorities of the 
NLAAA is the development of 
public 
education 
programs. 
These programs seek to prevent 
the 
abuse 
of 
alcohol 
by 
changing attitudes and practices 
— changes that are essential 
if problems involving alcohol 
are to be reduced. 
S p e c i a l 
pilot 
education 
projects to combat alcohol and 
cigarette smoking have been 
initiated in five states by the 
National PTA. The NIAAA, a 
unit of the U.S. Department of 
Health, Education, and Welfare, 
has 
provided 
funds 
for 
the 
National. PTA to work toward 
solutions 
for 
the 
growing 
problems related to alcoholism 
in young people. It has joined 
the 
National 
PTA 
and 
the 
National 
Clearinghouse 
for 
Smoking and Health, also a unit 
of HEW, to launch this in­ 
novative 
educa tion-information 
program.
